2. The specification has been objected to for failing to provide a proper 
antecedent basis for the claimed subject matter. This has been corrected by adding 
a sentence to paragraph 6 on page 5, This is not an introduction of new matter 
because the subject matter of claim 7 is part of the original disclosure.

4. Claims 7 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12 2nd Par. as being indefinite 
for failing to to particular^ point out and distinctly claim the subject matter. 

5. Claim 7 recites a certain limitation having insufficient antecedent basis in the 
claim. This has been corrected by eliminating the conflicting recitation. The claim 
now simply refers back to the second layer.
